According to the Kentucky School 
Journal, the schools have received 
fcood treatment from the Legislature. 
"The Governor of Kentucky has 
ept his pledge to the people of this 
*ate. Based upon current census 
fchools will receive twelve dollars 
|>er capita for the next two years. 
This means the schools will receive 
three-quarters of a million more 
each year of the biennium than they 
have ever received before. 

“The provision of $500,000 for free 
textbooks enables us to carry on the 
free textbook program and creates 
the hope that eventually we may 
extend it thru the eight grades. 

“It’s ours to give the Sate the best 
schools it ever had," says the K. E. 
A. magazine, declaring that the Leg¬ 
islature and the Governor have placed 
responsibility on the Kentucky Edu¬ 
cational Association and the State 
Department of Education. 

“It is ours to sg£_that the taxpay¬ 
ers get the larpVst rtturn for their 
money; that theVhil£en ge^lhe best 
possible instruction (ted th»ftee text¬ 
books the best possible care.”

Hence the suggested change. Don’t 
require the police to prove that the 
man was drunk; let them prove, sim¬ 
ply, that he was under the influence 
of liquor. Then the hair-brained citi¬ 
zen who insists on taking the wheel 
after inhaling half a dozen highballs 
could be made to pay the penalty. 

For unless a man was actually un¬ 
able to stand up, it is almost impos¬ 
sible for you to prove that he was 
drunk. You can prove that he had a 
lot of liquor in him; you can prove 
that his eyes were goggling, that his 
breath was strong, that his legs were 
unsteady, that his speech was blur¬ 
red; but his lawyer will contend that 
lie was merely under the influence, 
not actually drunk—and nine cas¬ 
es out of ten the jury will string 
along. 

Let the law once recognize the in¬ 
disputable fact that a driver under 
the influence of liquor is as dan¬ 
gerous as a maniac with a razor, and 
we might have some chance of whit¬ 
tling this menace down to its proper 
size.—Ashland Independent.

BUSINESS CONDITIONS GOOD 


More than the usual business ac¬ 
tivity is in evidence in all lines of 
business.

Far¬ 
mers are taking a new lease on inde¬ 
pendent living and Morgan County 
soil will produce the crops to feed 
her people. Nature is reasserting 
herself and the world is a fine place. 


THE CIGARETTE TAX 

Those really affected by the pro¬ 
posed tobacco stamp tax. cigarette 
smokers, have offered no objectons 
to it; but the tobacco lobby would 
have the farmers believe the smo¬ 
kers intend to swear off. Had there 
been a controversy over the whisky 
tax, the liquor lobby could have told 
the farmers with more plausibility 
that it would destroy the market for 
their grain. With a tax in all the 
States around, consumption of cigar- 
etts increased enormously year by 
year. Before it was put on in any of 
them the price of the farmer's tobac¬ 
co fluctuated from fancy figures to 
less than the cost of production. The 
farmer has been relieved of all State 
tax on his acres, the big land owner 
has prevailed to limit his local school 
tax to half what the countyseat resi¬ 
dent puts up for his own school, and 
now the city man is accepting grace¬ 
fully more tax to help support the 
rural school. The farmer should not 
let himself be fooled. He ought not 
to be afraid of the tobacco tax.— 
Courier Journal 


A Hog' in Six Months 

Time being important, even to a 
hog. Grady Sellards of the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky College of Agricul¬ 
ture has written a circular on limit¬ 
ing a pigs life to six months, that 
is, producing market-sized hogs in 
a half-year. 

Methods which he proscribes, as 
extension swine expert for the col¬ 
lege, make a pig weigh 200 pounds 
in six months, which is just the pro¬ 
per size and age to have its throat 
cut. On some farms in the past, and 
even today, so they say, pigs have 
the freedom of the place for a year 
or even two and sometimes loaf 
about until almost hoary with age. 

Sellards disapproves such prac¬ 
tices. In keeping with the times, lie 
would speed up hog development. He 
would begin with good stock, even 
recommending purebreds. His circa 
lar lists the principal characteristics 
of good male and female hogs, the 
kind that produce 200-pounders 
while still young and tender. Then 
he tells how to handle the animals, 
how to feed them, about the houses 
and pens in which to keep them 
how to look after their health, so 
they will grow fast and return a 
profit. He takes the reader thru the 
brief life span of the modern pig 
from the farrowing pen to the 
slaughter house.

their farming thru scientific plan¬ 
ning. 

In order to reestablish destitute 
and low income farm families on a 
firm footing we have undertaken to 
do three things; first, to sec that the 
farmers have adequate land on 
which to farm; second, to see that 
they have adequate equipment with j 
which to carry on farming opera¬ 
tions; and third, to see that they I 
have adequate technical advice in j 
farm management. 

Loans are made for the purchase I 
of farm supplies, for the renting of 
land, for the repair of farm equip- [ 
ment and buildings, and for subsis¬ 
tence. Repayment of these loans is 
partially assured by mortgages and 
liens on property and crops. But 
the principal assurance which the 
Resettlement Administration desires 
is the assurance that these families 
have a permanent basis for rehabili¬ 
tation. This is furnished by the farm 
management plan which the farmer 
agrees to follow. These plans are 
carefully worked out by the farmer 
with help of the County Rehabilita¬ 
tion Supervisor and County Agricul¬ 
tural Extension Agent. The immedi¬ 
ate aim of these farm plans is to pro¬ 
vide a means whereby the farmer 
can support his family and pay his 
debts to the Resettlement Admini¬ 
stration and to other creditors. The 
ultimate purpose is to furnish the 
farmer with a live-at home program 
of diversified farming and intelligent 
land use which will in some measure 
insure him aganist adverse economic 
conditions. 

Thru a small loan, which will be 
repaid, and agricultural advice many 
a good farmer has been saved to 
continue the intelligent cultivation 
of his own farm.

On the 
summit of Mt. Walaleale, territory of Hawaii, here pictured, the annual 
rainfall ns recorded by the United States geological survey averages 402 
Inches. At Barking Sands, famous ns the terminus of early transpacific 
airplane flights, the average Is less than eight Inches, although this Is only 
a dozen miles away from the nation's wet spot. These extremes of pre¬ 
cipitation are found on the island of Kauai, northernmost of the principal 
Islands of Hawaii. 


Sen. Wagner nnc ] housing agencies 
of the New Deal and was drafted 
after a aeries of conference* with 
President Roosevelt. It would cre¬ 
ate another bureau, with five direc¬ 
tors, Including the secretary of the 
Interior In his ex officio capacity, re¬ 
ceiving $10,000 salaries. The author¬ 
ity could employ officers, agents, 
counsel and other personnel without 
limitation as to number or compen¬ 
sation and without regard for the 
civil service laws. Tills authority 
would supplant the existing housing 
division of the Public Work- admin¬ 
istration. 

Only $51,000.000 would bo appropri¬ 
ated for the present, of which $1,000.- 
000 would be used for the purchase 
of the authority's capital stock, but 
the hill authorizes appropriations of 
$75,000,000 for the fiscal year 193S, 
$100,000,000 for 1030, and $100,000,000 
for 1940. In addition to these author¬ 
izations, the authority could borrow 
$100,000,000 from the Reconstruction 
Finance corporation, and sell notes or 
bonds, furiy guaranteed by the gov¬ 
ernment as to principal and interest, 
np to $100,000,000 for the fiscal year 
1937 and $150,(8)0,000 for each of the 
succeeding three years. This brings 
the grand total to $976,000,000. 

The authority would be empowered 
to make grants not to exceed 45 per 
cent of the total cost and loans for 
the remainder to any public housing 
agency for the acquisition of land 
and the construction of “low-rent" 
housing projects. The loans would 
be repayable over a period not to ex¬ 
ceed 60 years, at such rates of Inter¬ 
est as the authority decreed. In addi¬ 
tion to the loans and grants, the au¬ 
thority coold develop and adminis¬ 
ter so-called demonstration projects, 
which "as soon as practicable" would 
be sold to public housing agencies. 


Supreme Court Hits at 
Arbitrary Power 

I N A decision concerning a specific 
I action of the Securities Exchange 
commission the United States Supreme 
court ruled against the SEC, and In 
Its pronouncement It uttered a sig¬ 
nificant warning against the exercise 
of arbitrary power by governmental 
agencies. Especially censured were the 
"fishing excursions." often undertaken 
by commissions and congressional com¬ 
mittees. Said the court: 

“The philosophy that constitution¬ 
al limitations and legal restraints 
upon official action may be brushed 
aside upon the plea that good, per¬ 
chance, may follow, finds no coun¬ 
tenance In the American system of 
government An Investigation not 
based upon specified grounds Is quite 
as objectionable as a search warrant 
not based upon specific statements of 
fact. 

“Such an Investigation, or such a 
search. Is unlawful In Its Inception 
nnd cannot be made lawful by what 
It may bring, or by what It actually 
succeeds In bringing to light" 

The decision was concurred In by 
six justices; a dissenting opinion band¬ 
ed down by Justices Cardozo, Bran- 
dels and Stone, agreed with the warn¬ 
ing of the abuse of power, but con¬ 
tended that the act of the SEC, held 
nnlawful by the majority, was a legal 
and Just menns of stamping out frauds 
In security sales.

-I- slppl, Alabama, Georgia, Arkansas, 
and Tennessee, leaving death and de¬ 
struction In their wake. About 400 
persons were killed and hundreds of 
others Injured, and the property losses 
ran up Into the millions. The little 
city of Tupelo, Miss., suffered the 
most, with nearly 200 on the death 
list and more than a hundred homes 
smashed Into kindling wood. 

A few hours later another tornado 
struck Gainesville, Ga„ and In three 
minutes had nearly ruined the busl 
ness section of the town and killed 
more than 150 persons. In fires that 
followed the storm the bodies of many 
victims were burned beyond recogni¬ 
tion. 

The mining communities near Co¬ 
lumbia, Tenn., to the north and east of 
Tupelo, counted seven dead. Red Bay, 
eastward In Alnbama, lost five lives ' 
to the merciless wind. Near-by 
Booneville, Miss., had four killed and 
Batesville, Ark., suffered one death. 

The tornadoes struck while the south¬ 
east was reaching a final total op 
storms which smashed through that 
region a few days before, causing 43 
deaths In Georgia, the Carolina®, Ala 
bama and Florida.

Judge Ritter Is charged In seven 
impeachment articles voted by the 
house with allowing A. L. Rankin, a 
former law partner, exorbitant receiv¬ 
ership fees, with "corruptly" receiving 
$4,54)0 from Rankin, with violating the 
Judicial code In practicing law while 
on the bench, and with evasion of 
taxes on part of his 1929 and 1930 In¬ 
comes. 

In a 12,000-word reply, Ritter de¬ 
nied all of the charges. He asserted 
none of the actions cited had "brought 
his court Into scandal and disrepute" 
or “destroyed public confidence In the 
ndmlnlstratlon of Justice" In that 
court.

Washington.—With not even mem- 
bers of the federal communication* 
commission knowing what It Is all 
about, what Is wanted, what possible 
good enn tome of It, or why It Is wast¬ 
ing It* time, the Inquiry Into the af¬ 
fairs of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph company has bogged down 
temporarily while government pnld 
agent*, delving through data supplied 
them by the company at a cost of 
more than $1,000,000, seek new lends. 

So far a deplorable weakness on the 
part of federal and state legislators 
has been demonstrated, Indicating that 
the said legislators do not seem to 
think It Is a crime to accept cigars, 
luncheons, and even theater tickets 
from officials of the company Interest¬ 
ed In legislation. 

Two other Important disclosures 
have resulted from the Investigation 
so far: 

(1) That the company Is pursuing 
monopolistic practices. 

(-) That It derived considerable rev¬ 
enue from poolrooms which used tele¬ 
phone wires to get Information as to 
horse race results. 

The first the company would cheer¬ 
fully have conceded, thus saving both 
Itself and the government a lot of ex¬ 
pense. 

The second no one had thought of, 
In particular, though merely to suggest 
It would have been to have It accepted, 
as no one trally thought the poolrooms 
■were getting their messages either by 
telepathy or wireless. In fact, there 
Is some suggestions that the patrons 
might not have trusted telepathy—If 
the news obtained thereby was that 
they hail lost. 

Important Questions 

Which leaves two questions: 

(1) Is It the contention of the gov¬ 
ernment seriously that any corpora¬ 
tion affected by legislation In both con¬ 
gress and the 4S state legislatures 
should ignore the legislators and their ' 
proceedings—make no effort to state !

Turned on the Heat 

In 1934, Farley, eager for a na¬ 
tional emlorseuieut of the Roosevelt 
administration, turned ou all the heat 
he could bring to hear in Maine, with 
the result that the Democrats actually 
succeeded a little better thun they ex¬ 
pected.

When the spring housecleaning is j 
done is a good time to see if the 
house or furniture will be improved 
by a coat of paint. If only a limited i 
amount of money is available for 
the purpose, it is often worthwhile to 
paint the house first to prevent in¬ 
jury from the weather. 

Kerosene and gasoline are best 
kept in small amounts in cans or 
closed containers. It is dangerous to 
start a fire with either of them, or 
to fill lamps or heaters while they 
are burning. Fires on farms in the 
United States cost over $1,000,000,- 
000 a year, and many of them are 
preventable. 

New Soil Program 

There is no contract in connection i 
with the new soil conservation pro¬ 
gram, points out a statement from 
the University of Kentucky College 
of Agriculture. In other words, 
cooperation by farmers will be vol-1 
untary. 

There are two forms for the far¬ 
mer to fill out. One is the work 
sheet, to be used in establishing a 
base, and in which are listed the 
acreages of the various crops on the 
farm. The other form is an applica¬ 
tion to be made later in the year 
for payment for compliance. 

The first step that a farmer takes 
in qualifying to participate in the 
program is that of filling out the 
work sheet to establish a soil-deplet¬ 
ing base. One base is established for 
tobacco and cotton and another base 
for all other crops. 

The tobacco base is that estab¬ 
lished for 1936-39, under the 
A. A. A. program, or in the case of 
a non-signer the acreage ordinarily 
grown, subject to such adjustments 
as the local committee may make. 
For other crops the base is the, 
acreage grown in 1935, adjusted by 
the local committee. Mmbers of com¬ 
munity committees and workers in 
the county agent's office will assist 
farmers in filling out work sheets. 

Under the new program a farmer 
may change up to 3077 of his tobacco 
base acreage into soil-building crops 
and receive a payment of 5 cents a 
pound for his normal yield of hurley 
and 3 Vis cents for dark tobacco on 
the land shifted from tobacco pro¬ 
duction. 

In the case of corn and small 
grains, sweet sorghum, soybeans 
harvested for hay and seed, pota¬ 
toes and sweet potatoes and other 
soil-depleting crops, farmers will 
receive payments per acre according!

Thp renter of Interest in this pnr- 
nhlp is not thp prodigal nor his broth- 
pr, hut thp “rertnin man wlm had two 
sons.” In this pnrnhle, In a most pic¬ 
turesque and dramatic manner, the 
history of man Is portrayed from his 
. fall to Ids reconciliation with Ood, 
The whole orbit nf revelation Is.swept 
as It pertains to a sinning race and a 
pardoning (lod, lie who fails to see 
the heart nf our Father Ood will miss 
the purpose of the parable. It should 
be understood and tnuglit not ns a 
piece of far off ancient history, hut as 
a portrayal of modern conditions. 

I. The Son’s Insubordination (v. 12). 
There is every indication that this 
was a happy home, hut a devil entered 
tt and stirred tip discontent In the 
heart of the younger son. He became 
tired of the restraints of home. His 
desire for freedom moved him wilfully 
to choose to leave home to throw off 
the constraints of a father’s rule. Sin 
Is the desire to bo free from ttie re¬ 
straints of rightful authority and Is 
spliish Indulgence. It starts out with 
wrong thoughts about Hod. 

II. The Son’s Departure (v. 1.’’,). 
Having made tin- fatal decision, he 
went posthaste to the enjoyment of 
his cherished vision. He, therefore, 
got his goods in portable shape and 
withdrew from his father's presence. 
Adam and Eve. after they had sinned, 
hid themselves. The son could not 
stand the presence of his father, so 
he hastened away. When the sinner 
casts ofT allegiance to God, lie tabes 
all that he has with him. 

III. The Son's Degeneration (vv. 13, 
14). 

He had his good time while his mon¬ 
ey lasted, but the end came quickly. 
Indications are that his course was 
soon run. From plenty In his father's 
house to destitution In the far coun¬ 
try was a short Journey. The sinner 
comes to realize the ''famine" when 
the very powers which ministered to 
his pleasure are burned out. 

IV. The Son's Degradation (vv. 15, 
16). 

Ills friends lusted only while he had 
money. When his money was all gone 
he was driven to hire out to a citizen 
to feed swine. It was Indeed a change 
from a son In his father's house to 
feeding swine In a far country. It Is 
ever so that those who will not serve 
God are made slaves to the Devil 
(Itom. 0:16). This vividly portrays the 
story of many men and women about 
us, ami Is a picture of the Inevitable 
consequences of sin. 

V. The Son's Restoration (vv. 17- 
24). 

1. He "came to himself” (v. 17). 
When he reflected a bit he was made 
conscious that though ho had wronged 
his father and ruined himself, yet he 
was a son of tiis father. In the days 
of tiis sinning tie was beside himself. 
The sinner continues in siu because he 
Is insane. The world calls the sinner 
who leaves off his evil ways crazy, 
but in reality he has Just become 
sane. If sinners could be Induced to 
think seriously of their condition. It 
would he easy to get them to turn from 
their sins. 

2. His resolution (v. 18). Ills re¬ 
flection ripened Into resolution. The 
picture of tiis home, where even the 
hired servants had a superabundance, 
moved him to make a decision to leave 
the far country and go home. 

3. Ills confession (vv. 18,1!)). He ac¬ 
knowledged that his sin was against 
heaven and his father, that he had 
forfeited his rights to be called a son, 
and begged to be given a place as a 
hired servant. 

4. His action (v. 20). Resolution 
will not avail unless accompanied with 
action. When the confession Is genu¬ 
ine, action will follow. 

5. His reception by his father (tv. 
20-24). The father had not forgotten 
his sou. No doubt during these years 
he longed for the son’s return. He 
must orten have looked for him, for 
he beheld him when he was a great 
way off. So ax lous was he for him 
that he ran to meet him and fell upon 
his neck and kissed him. So glad was 
the father that he even did not hear 
the son’s confession through, but or¬ 
dered the tokens of honor to be placed 
upon him, receiving him back luto • 
son's position. Then the feast was 
made, expressive of the Joy of bis 
heart. God is love; Jesus came to 
reveal God. This parable lays bars 
God’s heart

The center of Interest In this par¬ 
able is not the prodigal nor his broth¬ 
er. Inn the "eertaln man who hail two 
sons." In this parable, In a most pic¬ 
turesque and dramatic manner, the 
history of nmn Is portrayed from his 
fall to his reconciliation with God. 
The whole orbit of revelation Is swept 
as It pertains to n sinning race and a 
paninning Clod, lie who falls to see 
the heart of our Father God will miss 
the purpose of the parable. It should 
he understood and taught not as a 
piece of far off nnelent history, hut as 
a portrayal of modern conditions. 

I. The Son’s Insubordination (v. 12). 

There is every Indication that this 
was a happy home, hut n devil entered 
It and stirred up discontent In the 
heart of the younger son. He became 
tired of the restraints nf home. His 
desire for freedom moved him wilfully 
to choose to leave home to throw off 
the constraints of n father’s rule. Sin 
Is the desire to be free from the re¬ 
straints of rightful authority and Is 
selfish Indulgence. It starts out with 
wrong thoughts about God. 

II. The Son's Departure (v. 13), 

Having made the fatal decision, he 
went posthaste to the enjoyment of 
his cherished vision. He, therefore, 
got his goods In portable shniie and 
withdrew from his father's presence. 
Adam and Eve, after they had sinned, 
hid themselves. The son could not 
stand the presence of his father, so 
he hastened away. When the sinner 
casts off allegiance to God, he takes 
■ II that he has with him. 

III. The Son’s Degeneration (vv. 13, 
1 - 1 ). 

He had his good time while his mon¬ 
ey lasted, but the end came quickly. 
Indications are that his course was 
■oon run. From plenty In his father's 
house to destitution In the far coun¬ 
try was a short Journey. The sinner 
comes to realize the ’'famine" when 
the very powers which ministered to 
his pleasure are burned out. 

IV. The Son’s Degradation (vv. 15, 
16). 

Ills friends lasted only while he had 
money. When his money was all gone 
he was driven to hire out to a citizen 
to feed swine. It was indeed a change 
from a son In his father's house to 
feeding swine In a fur country. It Is 
ever so that those who will not serve 
God are made slaves to the Devil 
(Horn. 6:16). This vividly portrays the 
story of many men and women about 
us, and Is a picture of the inevitable 
consequences of sin. 

V. The Son’s Restoration (vv. 17- ' 
2 - 1 ). 

1. He ‘‘came to himself" (v. 17). 
When he reflected a bit he was made 
conscious that though he had wronged 
his father and ruined himself, yet he ' 
was a son <>r his father. In the days 
of his sinning he was beside himself. 

The sinner continues In sin because he 
Is insane. The world calls the sinner 
who leaves off his evil ways crazy, 
but in reality he has Just become 
sane. If sinners could be induced to 
think seriously of their condition. It 
would he easy to get them to turn from 
their sins. 

2. Ills resolution <y. 18). Ills re¬ 
flection ripened Into resolution. The 
picture of his home, where even the “ 
hired servants had u superabundance, 
moved him to make u decision to leave 
the far country and go home. 

8. His confession (vv. 18,10). He ac¬ 
knowledged that his sin was against 
heaven and his father, that he had 
forfeited his rights to be called a son, 
and begged to be given a place as a 
hired servant. 

4. His action (v. 20). Resolution 
will not avail unless accompanied with 
action. When the confession is genu¬ 
ine, action will follow. 

5. Ills reception by his father (tv. 
20-24). The father had not forgotten 
his sou. No doubt during these years 
he longed for the son's return. He 
must often have looked for him, for 
he beheld him when he was a great 
way off. So axlous was he for him 
that he ran to meet him and fell upon 
his neck and kissed him. So giud was 
the futher that he even did not hear 
the son’s confession through, but or¬ 
dered the tokens of honor to be placed 
upon him, receiving him back Into • 
son's position. Then the feast was 
made, expressive of the Joy of hla 
heart. God Is love; Jesus came to 

, reveal God. This parable lays bare 
God’s heart.
